No Shooting of Prairie Chickens 
Permitted This. Year \_ 
or ithe last few years” 


schicken’ has continually. been ‘de- 
creasing in numbers; and the -situa- 
tion ‘became ‘so acute of late that it 
was decided to. prohibit: the, shooting 
of that species of bird, which at one 
time was seen in large flocks on all 
parts of the prairie. The protection 
now..extends from the present time 
until 1918, and if considered néces> 
Sary the-closed season will be cx- 
tended. for 
next taceting of the legyslature. 

A. variety of reasons? have been 
given: for the. great. scarcity of the 
prairié chicken, among them being 
the. unfavérable weather conditions 
during hatching _ time in 1915 and 
the killing of female chicken by 
crows, liiawks, wolves, gopher poison, 
excessive hunting, pump guns and 
éven the rural. telephone wires have 
been biained: for. their partial des- 
truction. Many remedies have been 
suggested the prohibition of the 
shooting of the birds for a number. 
of years, increased penaltics for vio- 
lation of the game laws, regulation 
of the use of gopher poisons, prohibi- 
tion of the use of small rifles, pro- 
hibition of hunting with dogs, reduc- 
tion of the bag limit, and the exter- 
mination of crows and other enemies 
of the prairie chicken. 

The ,economic value of the prairic 
chicken is too often overlooked. It 
is a scientic fact that all birds of 
the grouse family destroy myriads of 
most destructive insects which if left. 
unchecked would play havoc with all 
kinds of crops. Birds of that species 
have been appropriately named the 
“most marvellous engine of destruc- 
tion ever put together of flesh and 
blood.” 

The grouse and all birds belonging 
to that family live on a diet of weed 
seeds during the fall and winter when 
they cannot get their regular supply 
of insects. Roary factor that ‘tends 
to keep down the insect and weed 
pest is certainly deserving of more 
than passing interést, and on the sole 
score of their great usefulness to the 
farmer the grouse are worthy of 
every protection, 

A very exhaustive study jof: the 
causes of the scarcity of the prairie 
shicken has been made by the-pro- 
vintial game branch, and every pos- 
sible measure has been taken ‘to pro- 
tect them and save them from utter 
| destruction.

Heard of the Telephone 


. “While in. the: governnjent employ 
in the Philippines,” repotts ‘Sanford 
Jones in a ‘review of trade conditions 
in the Orient; published by the So- 
ciety for Electrical Development, “I 
was stationed on the Island of Pa- 
silan, which is a small island in the 
Sulu Archipelago. The natives of 
this. island were so. uncivilized that 
they did not even know the value of 
money, and, of course, .-had never 
héard. of a telephone. | 

“We frequently had them entertain 
us with their native dances, and in 
turn would fill them with wonder and 
awe with a. phonograph ‘which we 
had in our outfit, We found. it 
necessary to put up a telephone line 
between two buildings that were -a 
little distance apart, which we did, 
using two magneto sets. "One day I 
ifound a rather large cocoanut under 
ja trée near the bamiboo hut we were 
living in, ‘and conceived the idea of 
Making a- cocoanut talk, So 
emptied its contents and hung it on 
the outside of the house opposite the 
‘phone, so arranged that we could put 
the receiver through the - grass wall 
and drop it into the’ cocoanut. . 
| “We invited some of the natives to 
sée the wonderful cocoanut that we 
could make talk, and-with the aid of 
an interpreter at the othér phone 
who understood their language we 
jhad a lot of fun. ‘Some of the na- 
jtives were so frightened they left the 
village. Next day a delegation | re- 
turned and directed ys to destroy the 
talking’ cocoanut; under penalty of 
immediate attack.. TheY did not Jike 
to have so uncanny a thing around. 
There was much rejoicing when we 
consigned it. to' the flames. Thereaft- 
er the Sulu people bought everything 
we had to sell, except things that 
talked. One native family bought 
twenty-four’ electric fans.”
